“ E ast End Savings bank has closed 
em porarily, caused by the suicide of 
th e cashier, C. H. H ousem an. 
T his 
bank had experienced a run in the 
last two o r th re e weeks, caused by 
som e false rum ors, but show ed 
its 
-or* ngth by prom ptly m eeting all de­ 
m ands upon it. and the run had sub­ 
sided. 
M ost of the people w'ho had 
draw n th eir m oney o u t had retu rn ed 
it to the bank for deposit, and the di­ 
rectors thought th a t th ere was 
no 
fu rth er cause 
for 
alarm until this 
m orning, when they learned th at Mr. 
H ousem an 
had 
com m itted 
suicide. 
K now ing th at a run w as im m inent, 
anti in o rd e r to protect them selves and 
the depositors, inasm uch as they had 
no c ash ier to take ch arg e of the books 
who understood the m atter thorough 
ly, they thought it a wise plan to close 
the doors of the bank tem porarily and 
place th e bank in the hands of a re 
ceiver until they w ere afforded an op 
portunity 
to 
fam iliarize them selves 
w ith the d etails of th e bank's busi 
ness.” 
C ashier H ousem an had w o rried over 
the bank’s affairs and in a note which 
lie left to his wife said:
